The  latter  end  of  September  the 
Iheep  begin  their  march  towards 
the  low  plains.  Their  itincry  is  marked 
out  by  immemorial  cultom,  and  by  ordi¬ 
nances;  and  is  as  well  regulated  as  the 
march  of  troops.  They  feed  freely  in 
all  the  wilds  and  commons  they  pafs 
through;  but  as  they  muit  nccelfarily 
pafs  through  many  cultivated  fpots,  the 
proprietors  of  them  are  obliged  by  law 
to  leave  a  palTigc  open  for  the  iheep, 
through  vineyards,  olive-yards,  corn- 
Belds,  and  paiture-iand  common  to 
towns;  and  thefe  pafl'ages  mud  be  at 
lead  ninety  yards  wide,  that  they  may 
not  be  too  crouded  in  a  narrow  lane. 
Thefe  paflages  are  often  fo  long  that  the 
poor  creatures  march  tix  or  feven  leagues 
a-day  to  get  into  the  open  wilds,  where 
the  (bepherd  walks  flow  to  let  them  feed 
at  eafc  and  reft;  but  they  never  flop, 
they  have  no  day  of  rcpofc,  they  march 
at  lead  two  leagues  a-day,  ever  following 
the  Ihepherd,  always  feeding  or  feeking 
with  their  heads  towards  the  ground, 
till  they  get  to  their  journey’s  end,  which, 
from  the  Montana  to  Edremadura,  is  a*. 
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bout  150  leagues,  which  they  march  io 
lefs  than  forty  days.  The  chief  ihep* 
herd’s  fird  care  is,  to  fee  that  each  tribe  - 
is  conduced  to  the  fame  didrid  it  fed  in 
the  year  before,  and  where  the  iheep 
were  yeaned,  which  they  think  prevents 
a  variation  in  the  wool;  though  indeed 
this  requires  but  Hull!  care,  for  it  is  a 
aotorious  truth,  that  the  iheep  would  go 
to  that  very  fpot  of  their  own  accord. 
His  neat  care  was, to  flathe  toils*  where, 
the  iheep  pafs  the  night,  led  they  ihould 
dray,  and  fall  into  the  jaws  of  wolyes* 
Ladly,  the  fliepherds  make  up  their  poor 
huts  with  dakes,  branches,  and  brambles; 
for  which  end,  and  for  firing,  they,  are 
allowed  by  the  law  to  cut  oft  one  branch; 
from  every  tree.  I  believe  this  to  be 
the  reaCon  that  all  the  fored*trees  near 
the  (beep-walks  in  Spain  are  as  hollow 
as  willow-pollards.  The  roots  of  trees 
and  the  quantity  of  fap  increafe  yearly 
with  the  branches ;  if  you  lop  qff  thefe» 

The  toils  are  made  of  Sparto,  in  mefhes  a 
foot  wide,  and  the  thicknefs  of  a  finger,  fo 
that  toils  ferve  inilcad  of  hurdles.  The  whole 
fquare  toil  is  light.  Sparto  is  a  fort  of  ruO), 
which  bears  twiding  into  ropes  for  coading 
veflels.  It  fwims ;  hemp  fiukf.  It  is  called 
hfs  by  the  Englilh  failors.  ^ 
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all  the  Cip  that  fhould  go  to  the  annual 
production,  and  to  the  nouriflimeut  of 
buds,  Items,  leaves,  fiov^ers,  fruit,  and 
growth  of  the  branches,  remains  in  the 
trunk;  from  hence  (tagnation,  fermenta¬ 
tion,  and  rottennefs.  Next  comes  the 
time  when  the  ewes  begin  to  drop  their 
lambs,  which  is  the  moft  toiU'ome  and 
moft  foli  utoiis  part  of  the  pafloral  life. 
The  fliepherds  firft  cull  out  the  barren 
from  the  pregnant  ewes,  which  arc  con¬ 
ducted  to  the  beft  (helter,  atid  the  others 
to  the  bleaktlt  paits  of  the  diflrict.  As 
the  laOibi  fall,  they  are  led  apart  with 
their  dams  to  another  comfortable  fpot, 
A  third  divilion  io  made  of  the  laft  yean¬ 
ed  lambs,  for  whom  w  as  alloted,  from 
the  beginning,  the  nil  ft  fertile  pait,  the 
beft  foil,  and  fweeteft  grals  of  the  down, 
that  they  may  grow  as  vigorous  as  the 
firft  yeaned  ;  for  they  nnift  all  march  the 
fame  day  towards  their  fiimmer  quarters. 
The  fliepherds  perform  four  operations 
upon  all  the  lambs,  about  the  fame  tim.e 
in  the  month  of  Much;  but  firft  they 
pay  the  twentifh  iamb ;  the  other  half 
tithe  is  paid  in  the  winter- walk.  They 
cut  eff  their  tails  five  inches  below  the 
rump  for  cleaiilinefs  :  They  mark  them 
on  the  nofe  with  a  hot  iron :  I'ficy  law 
oft  part  of  lluii  horns,  that  the  rams 
neither  hurt  om  another  nor  the  ew’cs  : 
Tiny  render  impotent  the  lambs  doom¬ 
ed  for  docil  b»  Iwezlhers,  to  waik  at  the 
bead  of  the  tribe ;  they  tnake  no  incifion; 
the  fliepherd  turns  the  tcfticles  with  his 
finger  twenty  times  about  in  the  ferotum, 
till  ht  twiftj,  the  fpermatic  mIIIIs  as  a 
rope,  r.nd  they  wither  away  withmit  any 
danger.  As  loon  as  the  mionlh  of  April 
come?  about,  w  hich  is  the  lime  of  their 
departure,  the  Iheep  txprefs,  by  various 
uneafy  motions,  a  remarkable  reftlefs- 
refs,  and  ftrong  dtfire  to  go  off'.  The 
fbepherds  nriuft  exert  all  their  vigilance 
left  they  Ihuuld  efenpe;  and  it  has  often 
happened  that  a  tribe  has  ftolen  a  forced 
march  of  three  or  four  leagues  upon  a 
ficepy  Ihepherd:  but  be  is  lure*  to  find 
them;  for  they  relunr  exactly  the  lam.e 
way  they  came;  and  there  are  many  ex¬ 
amples  of  three  or  four  ft  rayed  Iheep 
vsalking  an  hundred  leagues  to  the  very 
place  they  fed  in  the  year  before.  Thus 
they  all  go  (  ff'to wards  the  lummer  moun¬ 
tains  in  the  lamc  oider  they  came ;  only, 
with  this  difference,  the  flocks  that  go  to 
Leo  and  Caftile  are  fiiorn  in  the  load; 
where  we  will  flay  a  little  to  fee  the  appa¬ 
ratus  of  this  operation,  whiilt  the  ether 


flocks  march  on  to  Molina  Arragon.  They  H 
begin  tu  fliear  the  firft  of  May,  provided 
the  weather  be  fair;  for  if  the  wool  were 
not  quite  dry,  the  fleeces,  w'hich  arc 
clv)fe  piled  upon  one  another,  would  fer. 
ment  and  rot.  It  is  for  this  reafori  that 
the  Ihearing-houfcs  are  fo  fpacious.  1 
fomc  which  can  contain  in  bad  weather 
20,000  Iheep,  and  coft  above  5000I.  fter* 
bug  :  Befides,  the  ewes  are  creatures  of 
fucU  lender  conftitutions,  that  if  they 
were  expoled  immediately  after  Ihearing 
to  the  air  of  a  bleak  night,  they  would 
all  periftr. 

There  are  125  fhearmen  employed  to 
fliear  a  flock  of  io,ooo  fheep:  a  mio 
Ihears  twelve  ewes  a-day,  and  but  eight 
rams.  The  rcafoii  of  this  difference  is, 
not  only  bccaufc  the  rams  have  larger 
bodies,  ftronger  and  more  wool ;  but  the 
fliearmen  dare  not  tic  their  feet,  as  they 
do  thofe  of  the  unrcfifting  ewes.  Expe* 
rience  taught,  that  the  bold  rebellious 
ram  would  ftrugglecveii  to  fuffocation  in 
captivity  under  the  Ihcarb:  they  gently 
lay  him  down,  they  ftiokc  his  belly,  they 
beguile  him  out  of  his  fleece.  A  certain 
number  of  ftiecp  are  led  into  the  great 
fhclter-houre,  w  hich  is  a  parallelogram  of 
4  or  500  ftet  long,  and  100  wide,  where 
they  remain  all  day;  as  many  as  they 
judge  can  be  difpatched  by  the  fhearmen 
next  day,  are  driven  from  the  fticltcr 
hall  into  a  long,  narrow,  low  gut,  which 
is  called  the  f^ujeating  place  where  they 
remain  all  night,  crouded  as  clofc  toge¬ 
ther  as  the  ihepherd  can  keep  them,  that 
they  may  Iwcct  plentifully,  which,  as 
thty  fay,  i.s  to  fofteii  the  wool  for  the 
ihears,  and  oil  their  edges.  Thty  are 
led  by  degrees  in  the  morning  into  the 
fpacious  Ihearing  hall,  which  joins  the 
fweatiiig  room.  The  fnepheid  carries 
them  ilr  as  faftas  thty  are  iheartd,  to  be 
maiked  with  tar  ;  and  as  thii  operation 
is  necrffarily  performed  upon  one  at  a 
lime,  it  gives  a  fair  opportunity  to  the 
fliepherds  to  cull  out  for  the  butchery  all 
the  iheep  of  the  flock  w  ho  have  cutlivtd 
their  teeth.  The  fliear d  liieep  go  to 
the  licldb  to  feed  a  little  if  it  be  fine 
w’eather,  and  they  return  in  rhe  evening 
to  pais  the  night  fn  the  yard  before  the 
luiife,  within  the  llielier  of  the  walls  ; 
but  if  it  be  cold  and  cloudy,  they  go  in¬ 
to  the  hout'e.  They  are  thus  brought  by 
ilegi\es  to  btar  the  open  ah  ;  and  ihcir 
fiitt  days  jouniies  frowii  the  lliearing 
hoiife  to  the  mountains  are  ihort :  where 
we  will  leave  them  tu  cuuclude  their  au*.

avhich  are  found  like  wife  in  meadows, 
corn  Belds,  highways,  hedges,  ^nd  fca- 
Ihores;  yet  the  non-calcary  earth  of  this 
mineral  hill  is  covered  with  the  fame 
fweet  fmall  gra^s  as  the  reft  of  the  coun- 
try,  even  the  lime-ftone  land.  I  made 
the  fame  obfervations  at  the  three  great- 
eft  mines  in  Europe;  St  Mary,  of  the 
miiicb  in  Alfatia ;  Clauftahl  in  the  Hariz- 
Mountains  of  Hanover;  and  Freyberg  in 
Saxony.  The  n)ine»  of  St  Mary  are  at 
the  head  of  a  valley  in  the  Vogtie  moun¬ 
tains;  its  h»IU  are  fome  of  them  covered 
with  oak  and  pines,  others  with  apple, 
pear,  plumb,  and  cherry  trees;  others 
are  fine  green  downs  for  Ibeep  and  cow  s, 
with  a  great  variety  of  plants;  others 
are  fields  of  wheal,  which,  in  the  5  ear 
J759  (as  I  find  it  in  my  notes),  gave  a 
produit  of  eight  for  one.  Ail  ihcfe 
things  grow  in  a  foot  or  two  deep  of 
foil,  which  covers  a  rock  full  of  the  moft 
arfenical,  fulphureous,  filver,  copper, 
lead,  and  cobalt  ores  in  Europe,  and 
moft  of  their  vtinr  near  the  furface. 

The  mints  of  Clauftahl  are  in  a  plain, 
which  is  in  truth  the  lumnot  of  a  moun¬ 
tain.

I  <;«w  the m  greedily  devour 
hii  f  ..i  e,  hen  b  ek,  glai  riuni,  and  other 
naijIeoDs  weie's,  i.pi  n  rhtir  ifluc  out  of 
the  ibtarii  g-h(  nle.  J1  Ibeep  Icvcd  arc* 
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in»tic  plants,  it  would  be  one  of  the 
cjrcatcft  misfortunes*  that  could  befall  the 
farmers  of  Spain.  The  number  of  bee¬ 
hives  is  incredible;  1  am  almuft  aihamed 
to  give  under  my  hand  that  1  knew  a 
parilh  pritft  who  had  *000  hives.  The 
bees  fuck  all  their  honey  and  gather  all 
all  their  wax  from  the  aromatic  flowers, 
which  enamel  and  perfume  two  thirds  of 
the  fliecp' walks.  This  priclt  cautioufly 
feizestheqnecns  in  afmall  crape  lly-catcit; 
he  clips  off  their  wings;  their  majefties 
flay  at  home,  lie  aflTureil  me  that  he  ne¬ 
ver  loft  a  iV.Mrm  from  the  day  of  this  dif- 
covery  to  the  day  he  law  me,  which  I 
think  was  five  years. 

The  Ihepherd’s  chief  care  is,  not  to 
fuffer  the  ftiecp  to  go  out  of  their  toils 
till  the  morning  fun  has  exhaled  the  dew 
of  a  white  froif,  and  never  let  them  ap¬ 
proach  a  rivulet  or  pond  after  a  fliower 
of  hail;  for  if  they  fhould  eat  the  dewy 
grafs,  or  drink  hail- water,  the  whole 
tribe  would  become  melancholy,  laft,  pine 
away,  and  die,  as  often  happened*  Hail- 
water  is  fo  pernicious  to  men  in  this  cli¬ 
mate,  that  the  people  of  Molina  will  not 
drink  the  river- water  after  a  violent 
fhower  of  hail;  experience  taught  the 
danger;  but  let  it  be  ever  fo  muddy, 
and  rile  ever  fo  high  after  »ain,  they 
drink  it  without  fear.  Perhaps  this  may 
be  the  unheeded  caufe  of  many  endemi- 
cal  epidemics  of  other  cities.  The  Ihccp 
of  And.ilufia,  who  never  travel,  have 
coarfe,  long,  hairy  wool.  I  faw  a  flock 
in  Eftremadura,  u  hofe  wocl  trailed  on  the 
ground.  The  itinerant  flieep  have  fliort, 
filky,  white  wool.  I  do  believe,  from  a 
few  experiments,  and  long  obfervation, 
that,  if  the  fine-woolcd  Iheep  ftaid  at 
home  in  the  winter,  their  wool  would 
become  coarfc  in  a  few  generations.  If 
the  coarfe- wooled  flieep  travelled  from 
climate  to  climate,  and  lived  in  the  free 
air,  their  wool  would  become  fine,  fliort, 
and  filky,  in  a  few  generations. 

The  finenefs  of  the  wool  is  due  to  the 
animal’s  palling  its  life  in  an  open  air  of 
equal  temparature.  It  is  not  colder  in 
Andalufia  and  Eftremadura  in  the  win¬ 
ter  than  it  is  in  the  Motano  or  Molina 
in  fummer.  There  is  little  froft  in  An- 
daluiia.  Sometimes  it  fnows  in  June  ia 
Molina.  1  felt  a  cold  day  upon  the  leaft 
cluud  in  fummer.  Conftant  heat  or 
conftant  cold,  with  houfing,  are  the 
caufe s  of  coarfe,  black,  and  fpeckled 
wool.  All  the  animals,  I  know,  who 
live  in  the  open  air,  conftantly  keep  up 


to  the  colour  of  their  fires,  ThcfiC  tic 
the  mod  beautiful  brindled  (heep  in  the 
world  among  the  coarfe- wooled  flieep  of 
Spain.  I  never  (aw  one  amongft  the 
fine-woolcd  flocks.  The  free,  but  tel« 
abundant  perfpiration  in  the  open  air,  it 
fwept  away  as  faft  as  it  flows,  whereas  it 
is  greatly  increafed  by  the  excelfive  heat 
of  numbers  of  Iheep  houfed  all  night  in  t 
narrow  place.  It  fouls  the  wool,  makes 
it  hairy,  and  changes  its  colour.  The 
fwine  of  Spain,  who  pafs  their  lives  in 
the  woods,  are  all  of  one  colour,  as  the 
wild  boars.  They  have  fine,  fi!ky,curlei 
hriftlcs.  Never  did  a  Spanilli  hog’s 
bridle  pierce  a  (hoc.  What  a  quantitf 
of  dander  is  daily  fecerned  from  the 
glands  of  a  (lahlcd  horfc:  the  cuny- 
comb  and  hair  cloth  ever  in  hand:  How 
clean  is  the  ikin  of  an  horfe  that  Jives  ia 
the  open  air  I

SIR. 

PARTLY  in  expe<51ation  of  hearing 
from  Anti  Populus  himfclf,  and 
partly  from  an  inclination  to  avoid  load¬ 
ing  your  ufcful  Paper  with  too  much  cf 
one  thing  in  every  number,  1  have  refer¬ 
red  till  now  paying  my  refj>c<il*  to  Mr 
Sinceru;,  who  feems  to  be  a  friend  and 
ally  of  the  former. 

But  now,  Sir,  permit  me  to  thank  thii 
gentleman  for  the  honour  he  has  done 
me,  in  adopliHg  my  limple  unadorned 
ftile;  for  though  I  have  heard  it  infinua- 
ted  by  fome  of  your  readers,  that  he  on¬ 
ly  meant  by  his  eflay  [P.  to  make 
vioHthi  at  me,  while  others  have  faid 
that  his  intention  was  tofliow  his  talents 
for  irony;  yet  1  am  difpefed  (perhapf, 
indeed,  from  an  ill  founded  partiality  to 
my  own  brat)  to  judge  more  favourably, 
and  to  fuppofe,  in  conformity  with  the 
gentleman’s  fignature,  that  it  w’as  from  a 
Jincere  prediledion  of  my  ftile,  that  he 
hath  fo  parroticallj  re-echoed  my  very 
words,  while,  with  a  dexterity  peculiar 
to  himfelf,  he  hath  turned  them  againflt 
their  author. 

Mr  Sincerus,  it  would  feem,  however, 
finds  it  caller  to  aikqueftions,  than  to  an- 
fwer  them;  for  in  place  of  attempting  to 
vindicate  hit  friend  Anti-Populus  from 
the  charges  of  inconftftency  brought  a* 
gainft  him  [P.  100.],  he,  in  a  very  fiu- 
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gnlar  (and,  no  don!^t,  witty)  tranfmnta* 
tion  ct  my  own  poor  clfiy,  calU  upon  me 
to  thew  mv  own  fclf  confiftcncy.  I  am 
therefore,  I  prefume,  to  take  for  granted, 
that  Mr  Sinceriis  (whofe  ftntiments  on 
the  fubjcifl.-*  in  difpiite  feem  to  be  the  fame 
with  ihofc  of  Anti  Populus'  either  ftands 
convi(5ted  of  incohfiftency  with  himi'elf, 
or  gives  up  the  facred  authority  of  the 
Bible ;  for  why  did  he  not  elfe  attempt  to 
refute  what  I  faid,  or  to  fhew  that  I 
quoted  unfairly,  or  mifappiied  the  ferip- 
tures  ?  This  is  not  alledged,  nor  has  any 
attempt  yet  been  made  to  impugn  ought 
that  I  laid;  but  Sincerus  haseiideavotired 
to  thew  that  principles,  the  very  reverfe 
cf  thofe  I  maintain,  arc  fupported  by  o- 
ther  texts offeript lire.  Now  I  am  well  per- 
luadcd  that  a  let  of  principles  or  opinions, 
in  any  degree  incongruous,  mnft  be  er¬ 
roneous,  and  canr.ct  be  founded  on  di¬ 
vine  auihoiirv:  and  to  fet  up  one  paf- 
fage  of  feripture  in  oppolition  to  another, 
cr  to  fay  that  two  dixfliines  dire^^ly  op- 
pefite  to  each  other,  may  bo  fairly  de¬ 
duced  from,  and  fupported  by  feripture, 
is,  in  my  apprchenlirn,  the  fame  thing 
with  denying  the  fciipturcs  to  be  the 
words  cf^od. 

The  oppofiiion  of  Sincerus’s  principles 
to  mine,  is  abundantly  manifeft:  and 
therefore,  it  inuft  follow  that  both  can* 
,  not  be  juft, — both  cannot  be  fupported 
by  the  Icripinres;  which,  whether  he  or  I 
believe  them  or  not,  are  furely  the 
words  r3f  the  living  God,  and  rrull  be 
therefore  peife^lly  confiftent  with  ihem- 
felves.  Let  us  new’  ftiie  the  points  in 
di  ip  11  to. 

I  faid,  and  I  think  proved,  that,  arrnr- 
ding  to  the  fciiptures,  a  man  is  juftified 
Ik  fore  God  by  fuiik,  witliout  the  works 
of  the  law*.  Sincerus  in  oppofition  to 
this  averF,  that  “  man  is  juftified  before 
God  by  r::orkr,^^  and  he  fttii'S  to  think 
his  proof  fiom  feripture  as  complete  as 
Again,  1  maintain,  and  think  I 
have  proved,  that  election  and  prrdefti- 
ration,  “  independent  of  human  menl,” 
are  doctrines  fo  clearly  and  txplicitly 
taught  in  the  Bible,  that  they  cannot  be 
denied  or  rejtdcd  without  rejedting  the 
IVible  itlelf.  On  the  other  hand,  Since 
riife  inaifiiains  and  quotes  fevr  ral  paftages 
of  feripture  to  prove  thut  “  God  regards 
human  nierit  in  his  divine  decrees,”  and 
^hat  “  I,  who  rejerff  this  dodlrine,  and 

*  w'ould  yet  make  men  believe  that  1  hold 

*  the  feri pturcsfacrcd, am  therefore  no  Icfs 
^  dilitigcnuouB  and  incouQftcnt  with  my- 


*  felf  than  I  have  reprefented  Antl*po, 

*  pulns.”— flerc  then  is  a  dirtdf  oppog. 
tion  of  fentimcnts  or  opinions;  and  thi 
fimple  qiuftion  to  be  determined  » 

“  What  faith  God  of  thefe  matters” 

For  it  muft  be  remembered,  that  ihf 
queftion  here  is  not,  What  fay  the  \vi(( 
the  learned,  the  virtuou*.  or  the  pi^J^| 
among  men?  But  Pimply  what  faith th( 
feriptures  ? 

Now,  though  both  Sincerus  and  I  ha?( 
quoted  feveral  texts  of  feripture,  and.tj 
ule  the  expreftion  of  Theo|)hilus,  appli^j 
them  in  fupport  of  cur  refpfdivc  favouritj 
fyftems,  yet  the  fairnefs  or  proprie‘y 
application  upon  either  fide  has  not  bcfn 
hitherto  examined.  1  mnft  therefore, fo 
order  to  comply  with  what  Sincerus  te, 
quires  of  me,  examine  how  far  hchjt 
fairly  applied  the  texts  by  him  quoted, 
and  if  it  can  be  (hewn  from  them  ando- 
ther  feriptures,  not  only  that  he  has  mil- 
applied  and  taught  erroneous  do^lrint 
from  them,  but  that  his  quotations  are, 
when  fairly  applied,  perfciftly  confiflcn* 
with  the  opprjjiic  doiftrines :  it  muf 
then,  1  prefume,  be  admitted,  that  th< 
latter  are  fiiundcd  on  feripture  authority, 
however  much  they  may  be  defpifed  ani 
cavilled  at  by  men. 

Before  we  proceed  farther,  I  muft, 
order  to  prevent  any  mifunderftanding.h?  ‘ 
beg  leave  to  lay  before  Sincerus  whatiyi^ 
think  the  feriptures  mean  by  the  word 
faitk\  tor,  without  this,  it  will  be  im- 
pollible  for  me  to  make  rnyfclf  under 
ftortd  in  this  contrrvcrly,  and  1  ilnll  ven* 
tore  to  affirm,  that  when  tw’o  or  mort 
perfons  aie  agreed  as  to  the  faith,  they 
cannot  difpute  ab  ut  any  one  dodrine 
tauglit  in  the  New  l\0amc*it. 

The  moft  important  queftion  among 
men  is.  What  iliall  we  tlo  to  be  laved? 
The  law  of  God  gives  the  anfwer  thus 
(Luke  X.  17, 28.),  “  Th(>u  Hialt  love  the 
L»>rd  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  fiml,  ;^nd  with  all  thy 
ftrength,  an<l  with  all  tbv  mind,  and  thy 
neighbour  as  thvlelf. —  'J'his  do,  and  thou 
fiialt  live.”  On  the  ottrr  hand,  the  cnrfe 
ihnr.  clem  unced  (Dent,  xxvii.  26. 
Gil.  iii.  TO.),  “  (furled  is  every  one  that 
continucth  not  in  all  things  written  in 
the  book  of  the  law  to  do  them.”  Ac¬ 
cording  to  law,  then,  every  one  who 
comes  Ihoi  t  of  the  perfedion  of  love,  ig 
accurfed  cf  God.  Now  all  men,  in  their 
fober  moments,  ernfeious  of  coming 
ftiort  of  this  their  duty,  fed  the  fore¬ 
bodings  of  thiscurfe,  which  wc  call  rc* 
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^fe.  Nature  points  out  no  remedy  in 
reformation  or  amendment.  To  w 
l!ork  therefore,  we  go— we  rcfolvc,  we  “ 
rtfolvc,  yet  fad  ex.iericnce  Iliews,  that 
[ve  ftill  conlinuc  the  fame  ;  we  ftill  ted  a  '  | 

**^^*Thc  law  (fays  John)  was  given  by  ‘ 
Moles,  but  grace  and  truth  came  by  Je-  ‘ 
J-.c  Chrift-”— The  law  fays  do,  and  lh<»u 
n ult  live :  Jefus  faid.  “  It  is  dor:e.  »  Be-  ‘ 
Hevc  in  the  Lord  Jclus  (faid  Paul,  there 
fore),  and  thou  fltalt  be  laved*”  No-  ‘ 
thing  can  be  more  evident  than  that  the  r

If  it  does 
not  belter  infure  the  pradice  of  them 
than  any  other;  yea,  if  it  cannot  be 
(hewn  to  be  the  only  fourcc  of  good 
w'otks,  properly  fo  called,  it  muft  be  er¬ 
roneous,  and  therefore  ought  to  be  moft 

;  juftiy  icjeded;  for  whatever  dodrine

;  confciences,  cannot  be  of  God,  and  mult 

therefore  be  of  the  devil. 

.  Having  thus  given  my  notion  of  the 
fcripturc-mcaning  of  faith,  1  (hall  be  at-

I  Sinccrus  io  my  next,  and  to  comprife 
e  what  I  have  yet  to  fay  within  the  nar- 
i  rower  limits:  and  1  fliall  have  room  e- 
e  nough,  1  truft,  to  fay  a  few  words  to

V,  as  the  “  natural  heat  of  his  temper,” 
It  &c.  thofc  pallagcs  may  be  called  difficult 
L-  and  dark,  See.  efpecially  if  he  lives  ia  \ 
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country  where  it  is  matter  of  reproach 
not  to  be  reckoned  a  Chriftian.  But  of 
this  I  am  pofitive,  where  ever  that  gof- 
pel  U  believed  and  loved  in  its  native 
fimplicity,  it  will  difeover  tuch  a  peife^t* 
ly  divine  cor.fiftency  in  all  its  doctrines 
and  precepts  as  is  i'ufficicnt  to  confound 
its  adverfaries,  and  to  embolden  its 
fiiends  toCi)ntend  for  it,  in  place  of  in¬ 
timidating  and  making  them  deprecate 
the  wrath  of  the  adverfary,  or  begging 
kis  filcnce,  as  Mr  Sencx  lately  did 
tp-  35  ).  In  a  word,  Sir,  truth  has  no¬ 
thing,  error  has  every  thing  to  fear  from

week  or  ten  days  patience,  till  I  can 
make  fome  inquiries  about  it;  and  if  I 
find  it  is  in  my  power,  I  tell  you,  again, 
man,  your  wife  is  heartily  welcome  to  an 
under- petticoat  out  of  it,  and  you  to  a 
jerkin,  w'as  the  thing  as  good  again  as 
you  reprefent  it.** 

It  is  neceflary  to  inform  you.  Sir,  in 
this  place,  that  the  parfon  was  earncftly

ihaken  fidelity  to  our  common  fovercign* 
as  the  great  center  of  our  unioo,  and 
guardian  of  our  mutual  vigh‘.3;  1 
with  thefc  principles,  and  theic  .ieos, 
we  thought  it  our  duty,  to  build  up  A- 
merican  altars,  or  conJlitutionsyOiS,  near¬ 
ly  as  we  could,  upon  the  great  Britifli 
model. 

Having  never  fold  our  birth  right,  w-c 
conii dered  ourfelves  intitled  to  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  our  fathers’  hoult — “  to  enjoy 
peace,  liberty,  and  fafety;’*  to  be  go¬ 
verned- like  our  brethren,  by  our  owa 
laws,  in  all  matters  properly  affedlin^ 
ou^ltlves,  and  to  offer  up  our  own  facri- 
ficcs  at  the  altar  of  Britifh  empire;  con¬ 
tending  that  a  forced  devotion  is  idola¬ 
try,  and  that  no  power  on  earth  has  a 
right  to  come  in  between  us  and  a  gra¬ 
cious  fovcrcign,  to  mcafure  forth  our 
loyalty,  or  to  grant  our  property,  •with'' 
out  our  confent. 

Thefe  arc  the  principles  we  inherited 
from  Britons  themfelves.  Could  we  depart, 
from  them,  w  e  ihould  be  deemed  baf- 
tards  and  not  fous,  aliens  and  not  bre¬ 
thren. 

The  altars,  therefore,  which  wc  have 
built  are  not  high,  or  rival  altars  to  create 
jealouly,  but  humble  monuments  of  our 
union  and  luve;  intended  tubring  mil¬ 
lions  yet  unborn,  from  every  corner 
this  vafi  continent,  to  bend  at  the  great 
parent-altar  cf  Britifii  liberty;  venera¬ 
ting  the  country  from  which  they  Tprang,, 
and  pouring  their  gifts  into  her  lap  whea 
their  couutlefs  thoufands  ihall  far  exceed' 
hers. 

I:  was  our  w’ifh  that  there  fliould  be 
an  eternal  “  witnefs  between  our  bre¬ 
thren  and  U8,”that  if, at  any  future  period* 
amidlt  the  Ihifting  feenes  of  human  ih- 
terefis  and  human  aflfc^iuns,  their  chil¬ 
dren  Ihould  fay  to  our  children — "  Ye 
have  no  portion”  in  the  birth  right  of 
Britons,  and  fo  feek  to  pufli  them  from 
the  common  fhrine  of  freedom,  when 
they  come  to  pay  their  homage  thc»c, 
they  might  always  have  an  anfwer  ready 
—  “  Behold  the  pattern  of  the  altar 
which  our  fathers  built behold  your 
own  religious  and  civil  infiitu«.ions,  aud 
then  examine  the  frames  of  government 
and  (y  Items  of  k^ws  raifid  by  our  fathers 
in  every  part  of  America!  Could  the4c 
hive  been  fuch  exait  copies  of  vour  own, 
it  they  had  not  inherited  the  fame  fpirit, 
and  fprung  from  the  fame  flock,  with 
yourfelvcs  ?

And  to  this  it  ha »  been 
replied,  that  the  very  refufal  is  the 
ftroDgtfl  ctidcncc  of  our  veneration  f..r 
the  aitaf  itfclf-  Nay,  it  is  contended 
by  theie  charged  with  this  breach  of  oe- 
%otioQ,  that  w  hen  in  the  lhape  of  uncon- 
ftitutiona)  ex,i«ftions,  violated  rights,  and 
inu»ilaied  charters,  they  were  called  to 
moriiup  it/s/i  ir.lUad  of  the  true  dtvir.i- 
fy,  it  was  ill  a  tranfporl  of  holy  jealoufy, 
that  they  dalhcd  them  to  pieces,  or 
whelm'd  them  t-*fhcU)ttomof  the  ocean.

AS  general  Lee  makes  a  notie  in  the 
world  from  his  ctmdudl  in  America 
it  may  nut  be  difpleafing  to  our  readcri 
to  know  fomethiRg  of  his  life* — General 
Lee  is  the  fon  of  a  gentleman  of  I'mali  in* 
dependent  fortune  in  Chcfhirc;  he  wy 
educated  at  Weftminfter,  and  fron 
thence  removed  to  Oxford,  where  he 
firft  centraded  an  acquaintance  liiii 
getieral  Burgoyne:  when  he  finiihcdtiii 
ItuJies  at  the  univertity,  he  prevailed 
with  his  friends  to  indulge  fondocii 
fur  the  army,  and  purchafe  him  an  ot. 
figit*'.  commiffion;  his  wiflies  were  com¬ 
plied  with,  ard  during  his  continuai<« 
in  our  army  had  feen  fome  fervice.  Ht 
had  the  c<>mmand  of  a  company  in  P.>r- 
tugal,  and  was  remarkable  for  fpirit  and 
appllcatiiin;  when  the  peace  was  cod* 
eluded,  the  regiment  he  ferved  in  w  as  re¬ 
duced,  and  Lee  put  on  half-pay.  As 
ir.^.^live  life  not  furling  his  natural  difpo- 
frion,  and  Pi.land  being  the  only  held  of 
military  atflion  then  in  Europe,  he  pro¬ 
cured  permifiion  to  join  the  army  of  i 
prince  opprtlTcd  by  cccltfiaftical  fadlion; 
tiierc  he  met  with  a  reception  very  flat¬ 
tering  to  his  vanity,  and  foon  got  the 
Command  cf  a  regiment ;  and  his  title  of 
g-rcral  he  ♦'‘wes  to  the  rank  he  bore  io 
Poland,  as  he  was  only  lieul.-colcnel  io 
our  fervice.  It  i»  believed  that  a  preface 
cf  what  would  be  the  confequence  of 
cur  dirpnics  with  the  colonies  firft  in¬ 
duced  him  to  fettle  on  the  other  fide  the 
Atlantic,  where  bis  miftaken  zeal  has  un« 
tcriunately  led  him  to  alTilt  the  enemies  cf 
his  country.  Mr  Lee  ib  aU'iil  the  age  of 
five  or  fix  and  forty,  cf  a  middle  fize, 
and  dark  complexion  ;  he  is  an  exctllenl 
fcholar,  and  lived  in  great  intimacy  with 
fcvrral  men  laf  genint,  particularly  Mr 
C<  Imar^,  whom,  it  is  faid.he  aflifted  with 
money  to  enable  him  to  purchafe  a  iharc 
of  Covent  Garden  patent ;  he  has  great 
volubility,  and  a  warmth  cf  temper  that 
rendered  f.im  impatient  of  rcftraip.t,  and 
frequently  involved  him  in  quaricU.

charged  the  cannon  and  fliot  througU 
the  houfe,  upon  which  the  guard  ran 
out,  and  onr  people  that  lay  in  ambulh 
ran  into  it  and  fet  it  on  fire;  the  regu¬ 
lars,  on  feeing  the  houfe  on  fire,  reiutn- 
cd  in  order  to  extinguilh  it,  bu^i^  vain.
